It was a horrible thing that, 
when the people of Cork raised to the memory 
of the gallant dead @ cross, which was the sign 
of their redemption, that that cross in their 
city should have been destroyed by the hand of 
man. In this country, whatever might be their 
faults, the memory of the dead had been a 
precious heritage, and it would be a bad day for 
this country if the memory of the dead was 
effaced from their hearts. He was sure that 
the citizens of Cork, with the exception of the 
perpetrators of the deed themselves, deeply 
regretted that such a stain should 
have been put upon their city, and 
he ventured to say that the perpetrators 
now realised the enormity of their crime 
not only against the law, but against social order. 

THREE APPALLING CRIMES.

For something like twenty years of 
his life he was intimately associated 
in the administration of justice with the Dublin 
Metropolitan Police. Competent, considerate, 
courageous inen—they were to him friends 
rather than mere assistants in the judicial duty 
he discharged, and when anything was known 
favourable to a prisoner it was invariably com- 
municated to him. Many of those with whom 
he had been thus associated were gone. Some 
had passed beyond, most of them had retired. 
A younger generation had risen up amongst 
them, and one of the brightest and the best of

LEAVE TO MOVE THE 


ADJOURNMENT REFUSED. 

In the House of Commétis yesterday, 

Major Malone asked the Secretary for War 
whether, in view of the finding of the Court 
martial in the case of Captain O'Donnell, he 
was prepared to make suitable reparation to 
that gentleman for the ordeal he had had to 
undergo and for the treatment he received be- 
fore trial; and to admonish Lieutenant Cham- 
bers for bringing unfounded charges against 
Captain O'Donnell. 

Mr. Churchill—Captain O'Donnell was origi- 
nally arrested by the military authorities in 
Ireland on charges which formed the subject of 
the Courtmartiel. As .he was an Australian 
officer, the Australian military authorities, in ac- 
cordance with practice, took him over from the 
British military authorities, and from that mo- 
ment the War Office were not concerned with his 
disposal. The decision to try him by Court- 
martial was taken by the Australian military 
authorities. I am not prepared to admit that 
because a Courtmartial finds an accused person 
not guilty of the charge there is & case for 
reperation. I am aware that there have been 
suggestions that the arrest and detention of 
Captain O'Donnell have not been conducted in 
accordance with the Army Act and rules of pro- 
cedure. I am meking inquiry into those sugges- 
tions in so far as they relate to the period 
during which he was in the custody of the 
British military authorities, but from the re- 
ports now before me it is clear that his arrest 
and detention were carried, out strictly in ac-. 
cordance with the law. In regard to the latter 
part of the question, I am not prepared to ad- 
mit that because the proceedings of a Court- 
martial resulted in an acquittal, for that reason 
alone the charges which may have formed the 
subject of proceedings can be deemed to have 
been unfounded. 

Mr. Devlin asked whether, when this gallant 
and rev. gentleman was arrested, he was 
dragged to Dublin, thrown into a cold and dirty 
cell, surrounded by soldiers with rifles, and 
treated with the greatest possible indignity be- 
fore he was tried at all. 

Mr. Churchill—I will make inquiries as to 
whether the rules of the Army Act were strictly 
enforced in regard to his treatment. 


KECONSTRUCTION IN 


DUBLIN UNIVERSITY 
ENGINEERING SCHOOL, 


ADDRESS BY MR. J. 0. MOYNAN. 

The opemng meeting of the Dublin Univer- 
sity Engineering Students’ Society was held in 
the Lecture Mali, Physical Laboratory, Trinity 
College, last evening, when Mr. J. O. Moynan, 
M.A., M. Inst.C.E.1., delivered the inaugural 
address on “ Reconstruction with regard to 
Engineering Education and. the Future of the 
Enginering Profession in Ireland.” Professor 
Alexander, M.A.1., presided, and there was a 
large attendance. 

THE LECTURE. 

Mr. Moynan, in the course of his address, 
defined reconstruction as becoming necessary 
from many cauées, such as ordinary wear and 
tear and efflux of time, to replace destruction 
caused by great natural convulsions, fire, or the 
ravages of war, to make good defects in 
original construction, Modern reconstruction 
was principally required to cope with pro- 
gressive improvement or new and more efficient 
methods, and it was with this phase that he 
purposed chiefly to deal. Already some very 
important Acts of Parliament had become law 
dealing with, or leading to, reconstruction, and 
others were now under consideration. Com- 
missions or committees were now inquiring into 
or had already presented reports, and amongst 
recent legislative enactments were the Ministry 
of Transport Act and the Housing of the People 
Act, both highly important to the nation in 
general, and especially to the constructional 
professions. Reconstruction under the Housing 
Act wae urgent for social and economic reasons. 
and was long overdue, the present condition of 
the housing of the working classes in urban 
districts, and especially in the City of Dublin, 


was, and for many years back had been, a dis 
grace to civilisation; but the necessity for in- 
creased and decent accommodation was 60 ex- 
tensive that he feared it would be years 
before the bar to decency and self-respect—the 
tenement house—was abolished. 

ELECTRIC ENERGY. 

Proceeding, he said he understood that 
the Government had had for some time under 
consideration the possibility of transforming 
coal energy into electric energy to manu- 
factories by high tension current and cables, 
thus utilising coal as near as possible to the 
pit-mouth, saving the cost of coal carriage and 
meidentally reducing the congestion on rail-

after his acguitta!, to take the necessary steps 
to deal with those responsible for his arrest 
and subsequent il'-treatment. 

The Speaker said that the hon. member had | 
raised practicaliy the same question the previous 
day, and he then stated that he thought that 
until the House was in possession of the facts 
it would not be proper for him to accept 4 
motion of that kind. He did not think that 
matters had advanced any further that day, 
Mr. Devlin said that he claimed the right— 
the last right left to an Irishman in that House 
or elsewhere (crics of “Oh” and laughter) 
to have an opportunity of removing the stigma 
on a gallant Australian officer. It would be a 
scandal to the whole world if the House of 
Commons had no opportunity of dealing with 
this question. :

THE STRIKE IN DUBLIN, 


The strike of motor drivers who are con- 
nected with the Irish Automobile Drivers’ and 
Mechanics’ Union continued. in Dublin yester- 
day.
